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The Afro-American Liberation Army is a revolutionary military organization. It 
grew out of the contradictions caused by the criminal direction that Hucy P. Newton 
and the resi of the “Peralta Street Gang” hus taken the Biack Panther Party. which 
is now no more than a low level “Mafia” organization diverting and confusing the 
people's struggle 

So recognizing the fact that the BPP had compictely divorced itself from the 
military aspect of the strux;tle in Bahxlon, certain revolutionaries saw the necessity 
to organize the AALA and to educate. by cexampie, the Afro-American people in 
Amerika. For tto long revoiutionary gucrrilla warfare has been projected as 
something: in the far-off mystical future Even though the physically and mentally 
violent oppression that people suffer is not in the far-off future, but here and now, 
and so must our solution ¢ here and now. 3 

Much of the work in this pamphlet was written by Elmer “geronimo” Pratt, a 
revolutionary now imprisoned in Los Angeles on trumped-up murder charges. 
Though we realize that Geronimo is a righteous revolutionary and his example is 
important in terms of our educction. just as the example of Eldridge Cleaver and 
many otier comrades is inportant. here we RÊ like to make it clear that we un- 
derstand the incarreciness of any hero worship. It isimportant tonotehere that most 
people relate to herocs 1n hopes: that a perfect hero will icad them in the right 
direction and save them from the necessary. study. that all revolutionaries must do. 
In terms oi ان تا‎ We huse une piliiosuphy and that is a philosophy that has been 
prevalent in all revolutionary struggles whether it be China. Cuba. Vietnam the 
Peoples’ Republic of the Conzo or any other stragte. This is. you name children, 
prograins, and places oniy after dead heroes. Their politics dont change. 

The Afro-American Liberation Army is not a regular army but e guerrilla army. 
Consequently. it has no central kesdquarters that directs. Jt is directed by 
revolutionary principles and is made up of small units that are nnovledycable of the 
particular ares in which they operate. True to all guerrilla operations, each unit is not 
aware of any other units’ actions unless they are directly involved. The. major 
requiements for membership are adherence to progressive. revolutionary principles 
and above all, action. 

Like progressive رم‎ ganizations all over the world. (Angola. Mozambique. Vietnam, 
Uruguay. Northern Ireland, ete.) it is time for our forces here in Babylon to attack, 
attach, attack... 


DARE TO STRUGGLE, DARE TO WIN 
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The motivation of the enemy in their constant dehumanizing acts of fascist 
repression against my comrades and myself are characteristic of the same old 
Counter-Revolutionary tactics that can be seen in every Proaressive-Revolutionary 
struggle against an Oppressive Order. At the discretion of the Oppressor, those 
tactics are sometimes modified. dressed-up, intensified and more often. stripped 
naked. in order to keep the people ina frightful flim-ſiam. But hore in the belly of this 
Amerikan beast. the enemy has unleashed all of his mad-dog puppets in his 
desparate attempt to destroy us completely. 

Just as the Amerikan war mongers infiltrated many just Struggles for libcration 
around the world with their corrosive elements, our recent activities reck of the same 
{cul odor of Counter-Hevolutionary Resistance.Meny comrades have courageously 
dealt meoningjuland successful blons against tlic cucmy. Some making the ultimate 
sacrifice. others having heen captured by the enemy and lucked deep in the vorious 
dungeons around the US. and abroad. Still others have been kidnapped and held for 
King’s ransoncs. lt isan the light of tiese righteous Revolutionary Warriors that J 
offer this script 

Exactly three veurs ago, (January 17, 1969) our esteemed leader und Defense 
Minister “Bunchy was assassinated by the US organization Puppets of the 
۸۰3۳۰12۰ About two months later.-comrades Blue. Long John, Freeman and myself 
were branded by the Amerikkkan mercenary troops as being the cheif coordinators of 
the Revolutionary activities of this area. During this time, the 77th Street sub- 
station of the community imperialist occupyin;: troops made up a pool as a reward 
for any of their mad-doxs that “otfed Blue-Freeman-Long Jonn-Geronimo.” W anted 
posters displaying our pictures were placed on their bulictin boards. Shortly 
thereafter, Dluc and I were kidnapped. which they justified by charging us with 
murder. This was a regular practice of the fascists, sometimes charging us with 
robbery, burglary. assault ete. 

But on this particular occasion. after being booked or 187 Penal Code (murder) 
and awaiting transfer ta Central Jail, an elderly turnkey came and told us that the 
dude who did it had turned himslef in, and that the murder charges against us had 
been dropped: but that we were being re-booked on possession and that our ransom 
would be $1,000 cach. It wasn't until the prelinuinary hearing that we learned the 
‘possession’ was a yrroup of explosive devices that we had never sven before. At that 
time we were seized anain in the courtroom (railroad station) and held for more 
ransom ($25.000. The primary reason for this particular detention (uside from the 
ransom) was because we were having a large rally the next day to raise the level of 
consciousness of the people and raise funds in support of the people's Community 
Programs ‘ ۳ A 

In May. 3969, search and destroy squads of the occupying troops invaded our 
offices and homes under the pretext of serving warrants on Long John, Blu, 
Freeman. myself and provacateur agent Juho Carl Butler. We were seized and 
charged with kidnap, assault and robbery, resulting trom a Pigush plot devised by 
the agent Juke in conjunction with his fellow cohorts of the L.A.P.D.'s US 
Organization ta shout us in a vicious crass. Presentiy this ox-deputy sherif, Julio 
Buller, is still out on (he streets muplementing Chis treacherous C.A Jly pe practice 
on others. His latest assignment concerning ine was a shrewd lying and deceptive

On August of that same year (1970) the hierarchy of our Mother organization ( the 
B.L.A-cA ALS.) assigned me to help spearhead our program of mobilizing the 
mosses in the countryside. Armed with our firm ideological development and highly 
inspired by theisen! release ot ۵ Newton. who was then a well-loved person in 
the B.l.A. sf local machinery. my comrades and I were gaining plenty ground in 
the accampliss.cent of cur mic. ion, when duc to the newly-formed Newton-Hilliard 
clique and thea ۴ Nalin ‘Cotton’ Smith. we were set-up. barely escaping 
درو ات‎ hut nevietheles= ending up in the Dallas P.O.\W. camp. Following my 
return to L.A. ty UNISTS Ot the fugitive slave act.) ] was immediately indicted 
by the L.A. Grand Jury (February, 4973) for the aforementioned murder, tin which 
Julio Butler tetik Ad) which wes caig to have occured in December, 1965, 3 years 
ugo. Two days later, while trying to read the indictinent transcript of this hideous 
accusation. J vies uttechod in my cell on me2\imum row b) approsiminely 10 ۰ 
Darian guards. J] was beaten pretty badly. thrown into the hole. and charged with 3 
counts of assuull ona ‘peace officer. (three barbarians were hospitalized.) 

The transcripi was destroyed and it ۳ asn't until 2 months later that 1 had a 
chance to read of the stance snurder I was being accused of committing. Ever since 
then, I and mv comrades heve been constanily harrassed, provoked. and placed in 
‘disciplinary confinement! As ef now, ban stillin the old county jail, confined to this 
col 23's hours a ۰ under the watchful exe of two guards, one of which sits directly 
in front of this iron casket 24 hours a day. 1 haven't had any sunshine or seen ihe 
stars for seven months now. I'm not permitted to visit with anybody other than 
mediate’ fanile and only the ‘attorney uf record’, whom the judicial arm of this 
fascist oligaeny ‘appoints” to my case. The letters JI receive are always over ten day 
ald. that is when I am allowed to have them. As it is with food. medical care, hot 
water ( thea > no hot runnin, water here) etc., ete. It’s the same as the rest of these 
fascist POW dungeons, with varying Gerees of de-humanization. In the words of 
Comrade Gesse. This monster they have engendered in me will return tu torment its 
maker. Fram the ۰ thee Dat descending into hell won't break me. UH crawl back 
to dog his trail forever l'in part ofa Nithfeds people s ho anger slowly, but Rase 
undamned.” This ts surcly the day of the mud-dogs, so we must all be ardent fleas!!!

INTRODUCTION 


The following wes hosed on interviews made on several occasions with Elmer 
“Geronimo” Pratt, ond Rolund and Ronaid Freeman. Geronimo and Roland ere two 
of the six brothers still held hostage in the old Los Angeies County Jail. while on trial 
for charges arising out of (he attack on the Blaci: Panther Party headquarters by the 
Los Angeles Pig Department. Recent testimony by former intelligence agent Louis 
Tockwood has completely exposed the assassins role the LA pigs were playing as 
part of a nation wide assault ogoinst the Purix being directed by the FBI. 

On December 8. 1969, the brothers and sisters of the LA Panther Party held off the 
invading pig forces for five hours without suffering a casualty. 

Ronald Fiecman was being held at New County Jcil in LA. Ronold has been 
unjustly held in captivity by the pigs for some twenty months on charges ranging 
arec murder to kidnapping to simple assucit, of which he has not “been 


from Jst deg 
found guilty. Yet. at the termination of cach of the false charges, whercas he has 
roven his innocence, the pigs charge him with avother bugus crime. This is due 


-mainly to brother Kronaid's long-standing membership in the Black Panther Party 
and his indcjutigable spirit and ability to organize. 

The interviews were held before and after the rebellion at Attica. A portion of the 

interview with Geronino aid Noland was mode while they were on the same row, and

There used to be seme little skirmishes between the brothers - 
which were on the racial side - but the brothers zre moving to more relevant issucs 
that are political, rather than pimping, Cars, ec. l a 


Ronald Freeman: Most of the brothers coming oz: of the joint, if not revolutionaries, 
are potential revolutionurics. The jailhouse unmisks the viciousness and uglinegs of 
the system. It throws everything at you. and gives you nothing. You come out and 
realize the system is corrupt — dog eat dog. They want to find solutions to change it. 
Basically, they would become violent revoluticzzries. They see whet keeps thern in 
jail. They sce a man with a gun in their commuzity, how they keep it together with 
the gun. and that the only way to change it is through the gun. You can’t tell 
brothers who kave been in the jailhouse there is any other way. They won't go for it. 

There ure others who go for the money and enc up back up here. 

hos ^ come heavy brothers in the pen, ia the State pen, that they'll never let‏ بو[ 
out, because they're studied or well-versed on what's coing down in the U.S. The‏ 
ones that would make good leaders they won't let out. There are hundreds of George‏ 
Jacksons in State pens across this country. —‏ 

More people are getting versed on communisa. It’s no dirty thing no more. Nine 
out of ten people you talk to here would ۶ communism. Tney don't just talk 
about communism, like saying that if China comes here they will fight. If they say 
anything, it is that China will come here and {free everybody. 

People here start talking about communism. If he can't teil me what dialectical 
materialism means. he duesn’t knew anything about communism. 

Most people in the jaiihouse would rather go to jail thon go in the service and fight 

‘for this country. Most Black brothers would ſigtt here rather than co to jail. 

When pcople talk about eclf-defense for Biack people, what it means is that we are 
engaged in self-defense for the survival of Black people in general — not just from 
armed attacks, but fromm wenocide, from racism, by any mecns necessary with what- 
ever we have at our cisposal. 

We can't wait for nobody to run up — strike end hurt us. That's being done every- 
day. i 

People’s consciousness is being blocked — like water. LA is supposed to rective Su 
many do!lars for jobs — a token to Dring up pcoples' hopes in the system. There's 
nothing there. We have to change the system totally. | 


Geronimo: Here at Old County Jail (Los Angeles) they have what they eall “Panther 
Kow”. In March there were cight brothers there all indentilying with the 
AfroAmerican Liberation Army. (Note: At the time this interview wes conducted 
the term Geronimo used was “Black Liberation Army”. He hes asked that it be 
= explained that the reason it is now called AfroAnecrican Liberation Army is that it is 
more descriptive then “Black Liberation Army” becouse it recognizes our con: 

nectedness with Africa, in terms of the history of kow Africans were torn away from 

‘ their homeland and how we. the descendants of those brougat tu North Americo 5 

slaves, ore juining:, pun in hand. with our comrdcs, the descendants of those who 
were left behind to suffer under colonial and aco-colonial domination. JAt 3 ۸.2۰1. one 
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morning Seidi Peire Dii.. ۱. 5° deputics in. They vemped on us with Learcas 
and shotguns. It was two days after I had written “Tie New Urban Guerrilla’, and Í 
was conducting a class. ۱ 

After that I was placed in Sirhan’s old tank where they tried to poison me. which 
failed because as a practice we discipline ourselves to stay away {rom the pig's pills, 
etc. Drother Rona!d has already contracted tuberculosis due to the pig's treatment, 
and brother Ulysses who was poisoned. 


PRISONS 


Noland Freeman: The way I look at it, there was the struggle in the 50's and 60's- 
ban the bomb, then civil rights. demonstrations, riots, and then into Revolution. 
And now, the prisoners have taken the vanguard role in the struggle. Many of the 
“soldiers” are here in the prisons and continuing the struggle. : 

Once the peapic get a little consciousness, they strive for more. They've moved 
from demonstrations to open revolt. Everyday now something is happening in the 
prisons. 

Any humane person can clearly sec the situation, the contradiction between the 
prisoners and the power structure. 

The stuezgie of Black people is an international struggle, so you're never out of it. 
All the struggles are related. 

The prisoner has nothing to lose. He might be killed at any time. He doesn't have 
muck hance. That's a very dangerous situation. lfa person outside of this country can 
lool; at it, things here are in preity bad shape. The sitvetion facing the U.S. power 
structure is that they hove to get rid of the revoluticnaries in jail, but the structure 
can't handic it. Like cancer. the Revolution will spread. 

If they continue putting revolutionuries in jail, they're going to make the 
revolution in jail. 

The more the power structure attacks the people, the more the people continue to 
unify, unite, and begin the counter-attack. í 

Every action has a reaction. Some pcopic think the struggle here in the U.S. is like 
و‎ play. like it’s not not the real thing. You make a mistake and you have a chance to 
straighten everything out. Well, you have a chance, but the real thing is already 
herc. ۱ 

A lot of Black people come down from Quentin and Soledad and tell us what's 
happening up there. Black people have been coming to visit their relatives in jail ever 
since we got off the boit. We communicate pretty good. The press publishes things 
one way, but it isn’t that way at all. : 

The U.S. is the only country I know of that doesn't exile political prisoners. at 
least legitimately. Lilie Papa (Eldridge) and the others that were forced. The guards 
at Attica caid that the government should let political prisoners KO anywhere they 
want to, or the prison system will collapse because of the political prisoncrs. They 
know what they're talking about. 


‘ON THD LUMPEN: ۱ 


Geronimo: The lumpen hes a higher level of understanding here in Babylon. They are 
the most advanced lumpen in the world, although some have been misdirected by 
capitalist ideology. But that is no 102267 a major obstacle. We have learned ways of 
dealing with that. und have the examples of George Jackson and Attica. Brothers 
and sisters on the street arc on a higher level of receptiveness and understanding. 
Even Black workers are oppressed by the system for the most part and haven't been 


completely bou;sht off. They may work on u job as a Iront for the “life”, since their 


job cocsn't pay enough tu support a fumily. — 
Onc of the most ideal urban gucrillas comes from the “life on the strect (the fast- 
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life, night-lite. slick-life. eve.) They have been down, have hustled. played con. What 
ewe do is contain that energy. point it in the right direction and make them beautiful 
coummuniat te Olds! fos Pa WO CEES OF SHO Vie are COD 
munistice toward ane cen eet but exploitative toward the rest of society. 1 consider 
myself an ex-lempen of that caliber. I've been on stuff, ON ‘ed, coke, speed. was into 
dealing. playing con. saming in gencral. swindling in generat. Most of the brothers 
have had to do that in order to get us some means sof survival. So that we, from the 
start, know the pitfalls and the corrosiveness of the many poisons that are injected 
into our people's badies both mentally and physically. 

Onc of the main reasons the pigs have been kecen on me is that Î (rained Special 
Forces at Fort Bregg and endured three wars (four now). When I got out guys were 
being offered high-paying jobs — includi:g myself — by the CIA. What seved me 
was my love for the “life '..1 had some woinen, did a little pimping und the rest. I 
was making big ۰ 

In ‘6S, before Bunchy was murdered. a guy who had been in the service with me, 
but who chose to work with the government, was still dealing in the “life”. He was a 
CIA agent After our brief reunion — some two months Jater — he ended up dead in 
South Anu rica. I havecther information on the operations of the high-powercd pigs, 
which is once reason for them wanting to deal with me. also. 

They focused on me because of the skills 1 obtained in the service and combined 
with the knowledse of revolutionary wariure. It isn't hard to analyze the enemy's 
actions by understandin:: the general laws of warfare in relation to the specific laws 
that govern our own situation. Like in LA, we knew they were coming, but not when. 
They had killed Fred Hiampton three days before. and Toure (Walter Pope) a couple 
of months before I'd rather not expound on that. 

There is a sharp distinction between the brothers Jrom the South and the brothers 
from the cities. The brother in the city grows up around dape dealers, around the 
رز‎ Me is familiar with the ghetto, and big city He knows how to survive. In the 
country the lumpen is raised mligiously, baptized, he’s not ready for the city, not on 
the lampen side. We have two people. ont in the South and one in the city — 15 to 2) 
years old. The brother inthe city is far more advanced in the area of political under- 
standing. and has sen more br ‘tality at the hands of the occupying forces of pigs 
and feels the brunt. the main aspects of dealing with them. The brother im the 
country is ne too familiar with the “Efe” and its vices. Ue has religious hang-ups. He 
is easier to deal with. casier to organize. He doesn't have as much “unlearning” to do 
as do the children of the Black bourgenisic. He is used to the farm. he can identify 

„with the reality of the land. whereas the brother in the city is confused with the many 
vicissitudes of the “life and its offerings. 

The brother from the country comes to the city and learns how to dezl, to deal 
dope. manipulate women. pimp women — but he looks‘ut it from another level — not 
from survival, but as an art to climinute the oppressor. The city lumpen looks at the 
gaming. at Che pimping. as a tool to advance himself toward capitalistic goals. 

We learn from experience that the brother from the South gets more deeply 
convicted. becomes more seasoned than the brother from the city. The city brother 
can be bought offs He becomes a freak for sex. The brother from the South can 
control it. The brother in the citv never wants to leave childhood, while the brother in 
the South, by necessity. lett ıl a long time ayo. 

But, allin all. thelumpenia Babylon are the most highly developed in the world. I 
wouldn't want to be nowhere else but dealing with the lumpen which the vanguard of 
our strupgle are very much composed of. 

Wheén we started coming in contact with urban lumpen. it sparked antayonisins in 
the higher echelons of the party. David and Huey w cre not from the lu:npen arci, and 
Elaine Biown in particular, Like. as an exaniple, Sandy Red, she is one of my 
revolutionary mates. (Note. Since the time this interview was done, Sundy Jted was 
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bestat بو‎ hecaier nf her strength as a revolutionary. She posed a threat to 
the pigs and CSUN Stei le رد‎ OSO EN nf 
marriage in the American culiure. We don’t have hang-ups there.. We were going to 
a class that Fltin was teaching an the woman question, When Sandy Red ran it 
down it was like a different language, cliarer, more comprehensive. She has been 
effective in dealing with dope dealers. dealing with pigs, on the street. She's readily a 
much more potential revolutionary warrior. an indigenous, which is important. 
Weused to call Babby Seale umpeen. because he thrived with the people so much. 
We recognize revolutionary intellectuals. The lumpen can readily identify with so- 
called intellectuals mainh من‎ of a hi-tory of everyGay constant contact with 
people from all strata of society. So that in that sense. when one defines. understands 
one can know hov: to relate. But. on the contrary. the so-called intelicctuals don't 
have the vision (J call then: the children o! the Bourgie — Huey, Elaine, etc.), the 
magnified scope, in order that he may be able to penetrate the somewhat extra- 
ordinary fibers that make the lumpen what he is.

Fach time I reported on these weaknesses, the reports I sent to the political arem 
were not believed. It was nel accepted because ofa lack of politico-military under- 
standing in that area. Their evaiuation was not-bz<ed on political or military ۰ 
standing. but on the whims of Huey. David, Mesai. whose minds were so preoc- 
cupicd with sex that the vitalness of this quarter meant little to them. 

In Dallas when I gat busted. 1 didn't want to bring heat on Oakland. Then J 
started hearing fucked up information. 1 stare sending information. I started

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‘sending messages to Huey throu;th Luke McKissick (an LA attoracy). McRissick 


told me he couldn't reach Huey. J tried to send messages to other brothers. Huey 
wouldn't accept a call from Dallas. This was just before their “open” attack on me in 
the Panther paper (Jan.23, 197) ۰ 

An FBI agent called on me down in Dallas. I wes about to spit in his face when he 
pulled out the Panther paper and showed me the article expelling me and calling me 
an cnemy of the people. J didn’t want to believe it. They hadn't even talked to ۰ 
We signed extradition papers to come back and ceal with the thing. All this time we 
had received no support from the Party. 

Within five days we were on our way back home. Then back in isolation for threc 
days. They wouldn't let me go to the New County Jail or here (Oid County Jail). I 
was in “protective custody” in the glass house at Parker Center (LAPD head. 
quarters) while they were keeping Cotton at New County Jail to finish carrying out 
his big-lie mission. They were in the process of incicting me for a murder in “GS which 
I knew nothing about. Then I was sent to New County and they put me in maximum 
security. They sent Cotton to his new “home”. as guest of Sgt Callahan of the 
LAPD. 11 was a hell of a job cleaning up all the lies that Cotton told about me. It 
seems that Elaine Brown has been playing along with Cotton, trying to protect him. 
She is highly suspect ۰ ۰ 

On the second night at New County Jail. while trying to read the transcript of 
their hideous indictment. about 14 pigs jumped en me and threw me in the “hole” on 
B.A.A.C. (Bare-ass and concrete). Bread and water twice a day. My mind was ina 
hell of a grind. 1 tried to contact Devid. somebody to lend an ear. Jt was like 1 was 
already tried end convicted. When Pupa contacied me, it was like a fresh breath of 
lifes Eldridge told me that he knew ve hat was going on, that the brothers were not 
expelled, that he would tall: to Hucy. 

Lwas a member of the first cadre of the Central Committee. J jus: couldn't under- 
stand how they could take the word of a known liar without talking to me. After 1 
heard uf the New York thing ( the purge of the NY 21). I tried to contact brothers and 
sisters in New Yuri tu say we were still with them. The majority of the brothers and 
sisters here nrc with us. The pigs are trying to implicate everybody that doesn’t 
relnte to Huey. We are concerned for our ccinrades in New York, Dallas, New 
Orleans, Detroit, ete...concerned for their welfare. Newton was a sham, a Man- 
churinn Candidate in reverse. 

The comrades here like Paul Redd. Ike Houston, Jackie Johnson, Willie Stafford. 
etc, are molding: themselves inte capable revolutionaries, good exaniples of what we 
hod started, what Bunchy caenpiified. J am very much satisfied with the way things 
ure coming oul. Some of the brothers who were more familiar with military affairs are 
becoming more political here, writing and reading und teaching. It's not a one-sided 
thing. They are balancing vut to become more complete, well-rounded, scasoncd 
guerrillas.

In all but a very few instances the people 
won't turn out to support. They so through such a struggle day by day to live that 
they really haven't the time to cene to court. In addition, Black people know the 
courts are rigged they know whai's going to be done. Another reason is that the 
people don’t know the situation I don't think it is a question of i: leatlet.

1 with the free breakfasts and free busing.

They have no alliance with any 
of the oppressed peoples. For the third world, the so-called Black Panther Party

Geronima: We view ourselves ot this particular time as a political cadre of the 
AfroAmericun Liberation ۰ which has touts buried deep ia the annals of our 
history. starting with Nat Turner, Denmark Vescy, and Toussaint l.Ouverture. up 
to Malcolm, Bunchy. und George. They've laid a rudimentary base for our revolu- 
tion. 1 

We sev our task, in dealing with the courts. as to politicize as much as we cin, 
effectively representing ou? comrad*-in-bars, from Chip (on Death Row) to Dharuba 
(New York). and we see the necessity for regimenting our political arm to stay in 
tune with the military. 

Just as Papa said after he began to view the problem from the undergruund. I also 
say there is no probleia in organizing oursclves into an invincible force. It’s a matter 
of understanding that we can defeat the encmy, not Ictting ourselves be fooled by his 
outward show of strength which covers his inner decadent. moribund weakness. 

There are those who, lite Mao says, “.. work haliieartedly without u definite pian 
or direciion . so jong as one remains a monk one foes on tolling the bell.” We want to 
deal with that. We feel as thouch we are extremely oppressed. and have to resist to 
the extreme. As brother George says. we need extreme measures to smve extreme 
problems. 1 don't prescribe half measures. Life without control over the determinig 
{actor is not worth the efiart of drawing breath. We relate to thing in toto. In revulu- 
tion on wins or dies. and that death becomes meaningful. We sec brother George's . 
esil as 

Since the murder of brother George, security here has tightencd ten-fold. The 
guards have viewed the actions of the pigs in Quentin as a P.E. class for them to 
justify thcir piggish acts. The murder of brother George hed a tremendous impact on

AfroAmerican Liberation Army ideology is the collectivism of revolutionary 
principles learned from over 460 years of struggle — from Turner, Vesey, Tousssint. 
to brother ۰ Bunchy, ۸ and George. That is the magnifying glass 
through which we study Marxism-Leninism. ۱ 


‘Rlonald:..We want to politicize “events in the community — what's happening. 
Showing the oppression and repression, not just resistance but reaction. Like, a 
landlord moves to evict somebody the landlord is evicted out of the community. 
and the ۱2:0 5 liberated territory. Or. a grocer doesn't sell adequate goods. 
and what he has he sells at high prices. We go and take the grucerics. dealing with 
the needs of the people. As the police move as an occupying force in the community. 
they will reccive the consequences tit-for-tat. or maybe tat-tat-tat-tat. 

The days of talking are over. People have heen talking about problems too long. 
The time to move was vesterdax. Anything we do. we're bchind. We don't worry 
about being ahead of the people, We must wake the masses to deal with the 
problems, to correctly anniyze what is going on in the community and the rest of the 
world. that Ameri hha ts not isolated. People around the world are moving. Basical- 
ly. people here know things ata gencral level. They read the mass media, but they 
don't know what's happening, in the third wurld. ..The people make history. They 
have to be brought up to date on what's going down and they'll deal with it. 


ON LEGAL DEFENSE 

Geronimo:. .We see that our defense should be set up on the same level as that for 
Angel and the Soledad Brothers _all progressive movements. all revolutionaries 
coming together. We'd like to pell terether one defense for all political prisoners. A 
truc united front. There are many other unknown prisoners, like one brother in 
Soledad with 32 murder cases. all in self-defense. 
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About three or four weeks ago some brothers came down who hod been in Quentin,

$ ils We hove brothers and sisters struggling on the streets to maintain support trying 
1 i — fo gel some praple to relate to some of the brothers here like Jackie Jchason and 
$ Willie Stafford. They're somewhut fresh from the South and have no family here and 
3 are a long way from home. 


Newton is trying to maintain a smol:escreen over our case. The “Movement” and 
movement lawyers have heard a lot of lics. They have been lied to, toa great extent. 
Newspapers have been blocked from interviewing us, as the Zionist Judge Dell has 
a prohibited all reporters. All this is in conjunction with what the Newton clique has 
i been doing. . i 

We came to certain agreements with the four fMunkies of the Newton clique. . when 
we talked we came to certain prior azrecments that were later violated, such as the 
wearing of Newton buttons. and their sleeping in court and not participating. We 
have some Guestions about operuting in the judicial arm of the oligarchy anyway, 
but J won't go into that right now. 

The flunky defendants with Huey identify with the Black bourgeoisie and don't 
seem to be worried. They know the Pigs aren't shooting for them.

We the members of the Walter “Toure” Pope Political Cadre of the AfroAmerican 
Liberation Army. currently on trial as the J..A. Panther Thirteen, Want You! Black 
people in particular and aii revulutionary people in general to stop—twok— and listen 
to the voices of the freedom fizhters. What we have to say today mey be your key to 
salvation tomorrow. The charges we are held on didn't stem from any crime com- 
mitted against you — the people; instead their roots stem from the basis of our 
political views and objectives. Views that are held by the vast majority of Blacks 
here in racist Amerikhka. The same views that one day in the near future will cause 
you to becume a victim of Babylonian “doomsday machine". Unless you make, the 
move to sabutage this genocidal plot that we are victims of today. then you will be 
the victim of fomorrows Jewish Mascacre here in Nazi-occupied Amerikkha. Today 
we should wake up to the fact that Black people have no rights that the oppressor is 
bound to respect. So if we are to be men it is our duty to establish laws for Black 
people that will guarantee us our richıs. Any laws the oppressor breaks, we then 
shall take wha! is ours whiie we are taking the heads of the oppressors. 

The history of Black people here in Babylon is a hisiory of a people struggling to 
free thurte free a eolonial oppressor: whose barbarity and viciousness sur- 
passes that of Nazi-controlled Germany, with its gas filled trenches and midnight 
firing squad. Because of the viciousness of the enemy and our firm determination to 


-resist the enemy, Black people have thousands of political prisoners of war who go 


down in history as the truly heroic unknown soldiers whose sucrifices are long 
forgotten by many. Every Dlack man and woman held by the tens of thousands in 
concentration camps throughout Babylon today is a political prisoner. Due to the 
fact that we as a peuple are exploited and murdered by the pigs of the power 
structure because it is politically advantageous and cconomically profitable to do so. 
Locked out of the economy and withov? political representation, “e are forced to go 
fur ourselves and secure the basic things needed for survival by robbing, stealing and 
any other means at our disposal, Becuuse we are not given due process of law and are 
tried under standards of “double justice’, Diack people as a whole are political 
prisoners. Realizing this. we as Black people must hail the banner of political 
prisoners and organize around the issue of irecing our political prisoners before we all 
find ourselves held in maximum security ۰ 

Black: peoples’ political conciousness today is at an all time hich: but just like the 
tides of the sea, it has tendencies to rise and fall at intervals when dealing with the 
issue of political prisoners. The so-called revolutionary seet are the ones who suffer 
the mont from this upsey-daisy politically backward motion. The so-called 
revolutionary only raises the banner of freeing politicul prisoners when they find it 
case that is being, widely publicized by the mass media. J! is precisely at this moment 
that rats come out of the woodwork: and all the chickens come home to roost. Voices 
from all sectors wf the community can be heard speaking of the inhuman livin: 
conditions and the vicious treatment our people suffer when the cameramen ond 
newsmen come around. But once tiere isn't anymore publicity to gain, the rats go

Realizing the Eravity (scriousnezs) of the Guandry (current state of hesitation, 
perplexity or uncertaisiy) end also reulizing that there are matters that still weigh 
heavily in our favor, ] feci the necessity to begin from this premise. Jt is my intention 
to offer mere insicht into the deveiupment of revolutionary warfare within the very 
heart of the ۵ monsier, : 

The fcasibility of Rucrriito warfare within the confines of this empire has for too 
long been Caubted by too meny so-called revolutionaries. Jt is my understanding, 
without dovLt. that we car successfully slay this beast right Now, operating from our 
own base riche here. 

The main reluctance to American Guerrilla Action is said by many to rest solely on 
caution (precautionary niu acures for the sake of an excuse to do noihinz really cf- 
fective). Dut there is a point where caution ends and cowardice begins. jt is no secret, 
because of the jense tall: of revolutionary rocking chair critics, or beczuse of the cop- 
outs of knergrow (nero) iniermanis that J effectuated a most comprehensive 
reconnaissvace of the region (particularly) below the old Mason-Dixon line and 
(generally) the most part of Amerikkka. My findings, tests and personal cadesvors 
rule unanimously in favor of establishing guerrilla bases, both urban und rural. This 
is on integral end necessary part of the overall ireedam Movement. 

In dealing with the ۱۲۵۱۰5۰۱۵5 of warfare. especially when confronted with Prime 
jingoists (those who expound patriotism and favor an agressive military policy), it 
is binper art that the general iiss. which poten Our struprrlo, are understood. The 
General laws are based on a hirhly political evaluation wuch 1۱6۱۵۱۵ te SOMS that 
Our armed struggle must take. Therelore, the hich. dolitico-military directorates of 
Our sirugple must pussess hoch political and military stills. Otherwise, a profound 
end correct evaluation of Overall, as weil as Specific, strategies of both Our comrades 
and Qur egcinies cannot be possible by vur directorate. 
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The Amerikkl.an war رد‎ many years ago, ignited a wicked war against our. 
people — a ye F Scott we Kew PRS. nl Geiss eos ORE 
fronted off by their puppets: the ERK, White Citizens Council, ete. This was the 
nescent (boinc int to esiet or develop) staze of FASCISM in Amerikkka (note: 
Fascism is a government system whose icaucrs, having complete powers, jercibly 
suppress opposition ond criticism and emphasize strong nationalism and recism). 

Today fascism is bulging at the seams of not only this land Lut every country that 
Amevil:kkka sets fout on. Examples currently ere S.A.Z. (Southeasi Asia). Africa, 


Latin America. Middle East, etc. Our comrades in these liberation struggies are.

When we oppressed people in Amerikkka entered the political arena, we were 
“hosed” (firc-hese). attached by trained kilicr dogs, shotgunned, teargassed, unable 
to finance expert legal kelp in the courts, beatn-up, vanyped upon by hundreds of SS 
troops (especielly-trained SWAT Squads similar to 5 Storm Troopers), ticd 
ehe sed and gensed in courtrooms, beaten severeiy and many times murdered in 
POW camps (prisons), infiltrated by the oppressor’s house-nigger spies. lxnched. 
and handed tokenste.g., a few Collars, training programs, poverty commissions, etc., 
run Ly the oppressor’s own house. nigger. who would guarantee to keep ine “fool 
niggers and oii quiet and pacified.) From these and many other experi: neces, we 
have learned aud taught the people, the useiessness of Ancrixkan policis s in serving 
the interests and needs of allthe people. As longes there remains, in the 6۰۵5 the 
fascists, the idva that there is no profit in serving the necds of all the ۵ there 
will be no real concessions. 

Aswe, bhe Aes orican Liberation Army, the military arm of the Black Panther 
Party, transcended (surpassed. exceed, etc..) that level ofp sclitics and moved to the 
Stage of armed urban conirontutiun (Huey, Etdridge and Pty Hutton - Ocxland, 
1467 ما‎ Los Angeles. 1969 stiontout on Central Avenue), J observed the dastardly 
(cowardly, sneaky} reactions of many so- -callcd leaders of our organization. Right 
before my. departure to bedn my enderground mission, it become even more obvious. _ 
When ۰ began 10 OUUine my plans to thera, especially whe mentien on one Dixic 
Region State, they were spark ed with astonishment and stuod there agape (mouths 
‘wide open} and looking foolish. As T now look beck on that day, [ sce clearly that 
‘those idiots. instead of understanding the validity (truth, need) for such moves, only 
looked at me inthe light of a glory seeking adventurist. 


The ground werk for this, our new level of strvzele had been meticulously laid (with 
oxUemo care il covering minute dot ils), and understood, 1 thought, quite some tine 
before my departure. My puiitical evaiuutions then dictated the necessity for accurate 
armed actions as a mean: of frecing our political prisioners. My evaluation reporis were 
submitted to the Central Committee (C.C.). Because of their indifferent attitude toward 
military endeavors they only —— (quictly agreed). 

In further evaluating the trap tnat the desa:suie members of the Black Pace Party 
fell into, in contrast to the generai iaws of our strezele. we fist have to work from the 
afeold axiom (a self evident and truthiull universally accepts! principle or rutes of all 
warfare, pui forth by Che father of war, Sun Tzu. “Know your enemies and know vourself 
and ina hundred battles you wil! never be defatted.” 

The understanding of the enemy and his pencal laws pertaining ما‎ contemporary 
military offairs in America can * easily realized by understanding Genere! mon 
Magsaysay, whose text on counter-rucrilla wis fare, Magsaicin, as Î call it, has become 
the “war bible” of all American iingoists lien eam]: Je: Eisenhower on “irregular Warfar- 
es"; Major General Thompson on “guerilla”, Thayer on “Coanterinsurzeney”). During 
the Secale of the Hulk: guerillas in the Philippines yp2inst the fascist refine, when the 
revolutionary Wwertiors were nearing: the apex of their success, the faccist military 
] -vernmont in much de-neration, emplo: af an موی‎ named Ramona Mag: say. 
Magsaysay, bang well versed and FMT in strategy and tscucs ol puerta wartare, ۸ 
r.o Lime in training the pigs to the art of pwu iia war.

Recent stupid dcisions such as purses of the New Yor! 2), Edlrid;se Cleaver, myself, 
elc., and counlct-revesutionary practices of the Olen petty, conspiring Yankee, so- 
called leaders, are commonly used magsiasm schemes. IL comes under the heading of 
PSYCHOLOGICAL UNDERMINING, 

You can now see the deviaus plot which was effected. Jt ate away the cohesive moral 
fiber of a solid unit. But fortunately. it did not affect our new level of struggle, in fact, it 
aided us tremendously. | shall talk about that here. 

The failure of the pseudo (make hcliove. fale) revolutionaries of the Black Panther 
Party to recognize the most obvious pitti plot to cut our organization lo schisms. only 
proved to the majority of our Organization, the inability of these so-called “staundiurd- 
bearers” to Properly deal with politice-military affairs. We will no: play further into the 
Pig's game by folin: victim to fetish (blind affection or devotion to an object), actions. 
We will not eet hung up in that, for it vill be explicitly clear who's rishteuus and who's 
jiving. who's with Us-srainst-the enemy and who's against us-with the enemy. In short,

The othe: half of the gusrrilla: the theorist has for long been the point of departure for 
many psualerevoluticnarics. | could easily go into a long dialogue on the jungle of 
opinion that makes up that funky qua:mure of esoteric bal!shit impeding revolutionary 
progress which encompasses revolutionary theories. but later for that, later for all those 
vacillating. equivicating covards that just might have a mest accurate perspective of our 
political situ:tion but they "ll never know cause the lack of testing ability to prove it. 
“Knowledes begins with practice und then return to pracuce.” Theery becomes pur- 
poscless if it is not connceied with revolutionary praciice, just as practice gropes in the 
dark ifit’s path is noi iluminated by evolutionary theory. Practice-knowkdge—practice 
again and again-knowle.ige: this form repeats itseli in endiess cycles, and with cach 
cycle the content of practice and knowledse rises to an even higher level. Such is the 
dialectical process of the unity of knov. irg and doing. of theory and practice. or mind anc 
body, of thoughts and action. The adiitive to the new guerrilla is his ability to not only 
evaluate himself, but also to evaluate the next man-woman~his-her comrade and his-her 
enemy according tu revolutionary and social and psychological guilclines. The various 
stages of co, nition identified by Mao. the theory of psychoanaiysis put forth by Sigmund 
Freud in “The Art of Intrespiction”’. etc. are the main weapons of the new gucrrilia. 
These theories along with the guerrilla intuitive ability to now where “dudes is coming 
from” five the new guerrillas وه‎ advantage over the enemy. The advantage of 
basic peychosnalysis resulting in tiw cniity of Psychotherapy. And to us thal’ really 
significant. Mainly because of the mary reprohates, psychopaths, dinz-a-lings (er what 
ever you want to cill them) that the pigs use as thar form of psycholozica! warfare 
arents. The new guctrilla armed with an analytical mind van deal with that. An in 
summing this up-to can look at the validity of this from the many righteous sayings of 
our brother Buncky. “Man we have to be psychiatrists to deal with these fools” or “I'd 
Le a fool not to know whore 1 didn't stand”. So that the flexibility manifested in ihe 
critical half of the new Guerrilla is to the dynamics prosuced by the Gialcctical process of 
his-ker being at once, a social refurreer and 3 psychotherapist and at the same time the 
Nexibility manifested in his-her pragmatic half of her-his being, at the same time both a 
military commancer (Leader) and a nember of و‎ guerrilla band (faliower). So that the 
general makeup of the new Arierican guerrilla is that heshe is the highest person- 
ification of flexibility in ali spheres of hoth thought and action.

“Girl you ain't ready . you know how cord them pizs is.. just set that shit outta ya 
Mind and relate to dealing with the typirg or them fund raisers.” This among many 
Octriments involved here prevents not only the development of that pragmatic ability 
necessary for the making of 2 complete gucrnlla woman finticing her to choose “that 
crour of Femininity bused on the ime? of weakness, heipiessness . wltrafemininity”’)
